GIFT OF $10,000,000 
WILLOPPOSE WAR 
Carnegie to Place His Big 


Peace Fund Under Control 
of Committee.

Andrew Carnetzie, within a day or two, will 
announdée a gift of $10,000,000 for the promo- 
tion of international peace. The report to 
that effect was confirmed today. The gift 


Herr David, Socialist, voiced this view | wil] be world-wide in its scope and, in the 


opinion of Washington officials, will be one 
of the most important steps ever taken in 
furtherance of the universal .. move- 


ment. 

This vest fund will de turned over by Mr. 
Carnegie tô a board of trustees to be headed 
by United States Senator Elibu Root, who is 
America’s representative on The Hague 
tribunal, and President Nicholas Murray 
Butler of Columbia’ university. There will 
be twenty other distinguished trustees, and 
the impression in Washington tonight was 
that the membership of the board will not be 
confined to Americans. 

Trustees in Full Control. 

The income of this $10,000,000, which will 
amount to at least $500,000 a year under the 
terms of the gift, will be devoted to the 


furtherance of peace ts the world over. 
The board of trustees, it is understood, wil! 
be endowed with wide discretion by the donor 
and will be at Liberty to vee the funds in 
the furtherance of any movement they may 
deem advisable and in conforming with the 
general purpose. of the gift. . 

The Carnegie gift, according to the plans 

of the donor, will open the way for a scien- 

tific study of the causes of war and for an 
*. in a way that never has been un- 
| dertaken before of other questions that may 
tend to promote peace. 

May Support Knox Plan. 

Tue trustees of the fund will be able, ff they 
so Gesire, to assist Secretary Knox in the 
promulgation of his plan for an arbitral court 
of justice, the acceptange of which by all the 
powers will give to the world an international 
judicial body to judge in cases arising in 
yeace as well as controversies incident to 
war. Mr. Carnegie has been much interested 
in this movement and if the trustees of the 
fund follow his wishes they wil? take it up 
as one of the first things to which they may 
lend their assistance. Several of the powers 
have already sent encouraging replies to 
Secretary Knox on this proposition. 

An r pending proposition is the com- 
mission authorized at the lest session of con- 
gress to consider the question of limiting the 
armaments of the nations of the world by in- 
ternational agreement.

NEW BATTLE EXPECTED. 


| Opponents ef Diaz Government 


Have Taken Refuge in 
the Mountains. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 18.—Report of en 
encounter on Sunday between federal forces 
under Gen. Navarro and the revolutionists 
at Cerro Prieto near the city of Guerrero, 
Chihuahua, was received at the department 
of wer today. Seventy of the rebels were 
killed and many others wounded and cap- 
tured. The federale ere said to have lost 
fourteen men, including two officers. 

The fight lasted five hours and ended in 
the rout of the ineurrectos, who fled toward 
Guerrero. The rebele numbered 600. They 
were entrenched in the mountains. The fed- 
eral forces, numbering about 1,000 infantry, 
strategic movements intended to draw the 
enemy into the open. 

Immediately after the battle Gen. Navarro 
sem @ report of the affair to Gen. Hernandes 
in Chihuahua, by whom it wae officially 
communicated to the war department. At 
that time was believed that a further 
encounter would occur near Guerrero.

conspiracies.”

There is not the slightest likelihood of the 
duke’s body ever being removed from the 
Capucine vault to the Invalides at, Paris, to 
rest beside his father, and it is ridiculous to 
imagine that any of the statesmen now in 
power in France would commit themselves 
to any move #0 ominous tothe republic. For 
when King Louls Philippe made the mistake, 
so fatal to his dynasty, of bringing back from 
St. Helena the remains of the first Napoleon 
for entombment at the Invalides in Paris 
with the object of reconciling the great em- 
peror’s admirers to his own reign, the mag- 
nificent pageant in connection with the wel- 
come to France of the dead emperor’s remains 
and of their consignment to the care of old 
soldiers, brought about a Napoleonic revival, 
which, culminated in the overthrow of King 
Louis Philippe, and in his exfle from France 
as well as in the restoration to power of the 
house of Bonaparte in the person of Lovis 
Napoleon, first as president of the republic 
and then as emperor. 

The bringing back of the remains of Na- 
poleon II. to Paris might weil lead to another 
Napoleonic revival, fatal to the repubiic and 
conducive to the restoration of the empire 
under Prince Victor Napoleon, now married 
to Princess Clementine ot Belgium and re- 
lated, both by this union and dy his birth, to 
all the reigning houses of Furope ina fash. 
ion that gives him great advantages over Na- 
poleon III., who was always cegardea, until 
his elevation to the throne, and even aft- 
erwards, as a mere adventurer and not as of 
royal origin.

ILLINOIS’ JURY SYSTEM IS TO 
BLAME FOR UGLY BRIBE 
SCANDALS. 


{From the Chicago American. } 
Chicago has had more jury bribing scandals 


than any. city in the country. Whenevér our 
courts reach a cage of prominence the back 
alley goselp begins. 

Unfortunately there is not infrequently 
plenty of foundation for the gossip. 

The jury briber is about the lowest criminal! 
we have to deal with if we except the juror 
who takes the bribe. Bribery is not a com- 
mon crime elsewhere; at least it is not nearly 
so common in other places as in Illinois, 
which leads to the very natural deduction 
that the fault Hes very langely in the kind of 
timber out of which our courts build juries. 

Lawyers and case fixere abound every- 
where, but our system in Cook county seems 
to be to make the work of the jury fixer as 
easy as possible. 

— 

Theoretically every man of substance in 
the county is eubject to jury service. Prac- 
tically only those are subject to jury service 
who lack either a pull or inclination to 
get off. We never see among the names of 
the jurymen a man of prominence. If he is 
rich it seems to be granted that he cannot 
afford to devote his time to the service of 
the state. If he is getting rich the state, Ap- 
pears to be too kind hearted to interfere with 
the process of building up a fortune. 

The usual run of jurymen are men of com- 
parative youth and comparatively small af- 
fairs. These men, ip a majority of cases, 
honestly cannot afford to leave their own 
concerns, but the state takes no cognizance 
of that, because the men are too honest to do 
the false ewearing that would free them and 
too humble to command the kind of influence 
that would release them. 

The Chicago American has frequently pub- 
lished pictures of jurymen in cases that com- 
manded public interest. We hope our read- 
ers remember these and we have noted that 
many of these men intrusted with the gravest 
possible duty were singularly unimpressive, 
even in their photographs. Youth and inex- 
perience are characteristic of a great many 
of them.

The Rev. W. L. McEwan, pastor of the 
Third Presbyterian church, cautioned 
against buried action on 80 important @ mat- 
ter and declared that under the present ar- 
rangement a member had the privilege of 
immersion. He added that only one member 
ever expressed such 4 desire to him, and it 
was followed. Debate op the question be- 
came heated.

church first.” 

The Rev. C. S. George suggested that those 
who desired the radical change should be 
given a clean bill of health and sent over 
to the Baptist church.”

The statement is compiled from informa- 
tion furnished by correspcndents in the vari- 
ous counties of the state. It follows: 

Winter wheat—An increase of 8 per cent is 
reported in the areas seeded to wheat this 
fall as compared with last year, 1,323,356 
acres being reported. Northern Illinois re- 
ports 93,985 acres; central Illinois, 506,078 
acres, and southern Illinois, 630,393 acres 
The Dec. 1 condition of wheat was ¥5 per cen: 
of a seasonabie average in northern Illinois. 
86 per cent in central Illinois, and only 75 per 
eent in the southern division of the state, a 
state average of 85 per cent. Hessian tly 
damaged early sown wheat in many coun- 
ties of the central and southern divisions 
Lack of moisture has retarded the ore 
of this crop throughout the state. 


Rye Average Is 89 Per Cent. 
Rye—The grea seeded to rye is reported as 
49,311 acres, and the Dec.J condition is 89 
per cent of a seasonable average, being 95 
per cent in northern Illinots, 88 per cent in

Corn—The area of the corn crop of 1910 was 
6,880,721 acres. Northern Illinois reported

BURLINGTON MAN 
ANSWERS NOYES 


Report of Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation Head Criticised 
by Darius: Miller. 


CALLS FIGURES UNTRUE. 


President of System Denies Pro- 
posed Rate Inereases Mean 
Heavy Tax.

Figures regarding freight rates made 
la Verne W. Noyes, president of the Illinois 
Manufacturer association, in his annual 
report were characterised as exaggerated and 
untrue in a statement issued yesterday by 
Darius Miller, president of the Burlington 
railroad. 

Mr. Miller's reply was called forth particu- 
larly by Mr. Noyes’ conclusions based on his 
statement that the proposed increase in rates 
on the western roads averages 15. per cent, 
while the roads declare that the 15 per cent 
average applies only toa comparatively smal) 
number of commodities, 

The newspaper reports indicate that Pres- 
gent Noyes singled out the Burlington for an 
attack In his annual report, said Mr. Miller. 
have not seen the report, nor have I made 
any careful analysis of what the newspapers 
bave published as extracts from it. I notice 
in the newspaper accounts, how ever, three 
statements, two of which are untrue, and 
the other of which is misleading because 
incomplete. 4 


Replies to Charge of Tax. 
“Mr. Noyes is reported as saying: 
“ * One word regarding the effect of the pro- 
posed rate increases, if adopted, on the

apiece per year.’ 


“All Advances Only $800,000.” 


Furthermore it was sworn at these 
that if the Burlington railroad were permitted 
to make the advances, which were the subject of 
that inquiry, and also an advance of 10 cents per 
ton on coal within the state of Illinois, and tn 
addition to all the other advances which in our 
best judgment would be possible at this time, 
the aggregate amount by. which all these advances 
would meresase our earnings would be not more 
than $800,000 per year, and that this entire amount 
would be wiped out by reductions in other rates 
already tentatively announced by the interstate 
comm commission. 

Mr. er aleo criticises Mr. Noyes’ statement 
that each employé did more work based on the 
fact that the ton miles and miles had 
increased by a larger per cent than the number 
of employés. per-mile. 

It will de seen that he here gives no censid- 
eration whatever. says the railway president, 
te the fact, which is apparently: conceded in other 
sections of his statement; that not only has the 
number of employés per mile of une increased 
but that the wages per man have matérially in- 
creased. Demands for still further increases. in 
wages are now being made, accompanied by threats 
of a strike it they are not granted. 


Defends Honesty of Purpose. 


“ So far as lam aware, no one conriected with 
Burlingten railroad has taken the position 1— 
this company should de allowed to increase its 
rates for the purpose, as stated by Mr. Noyes, ‘ of 
‘paying dividends upon an unearned increment 
which the Burlington proposes to capitalize.’ 

Mr. Noyes asserts ‘ that the prosperity of a fall 
road depends not so much on the passenger or 
freight_rates it can command as on the density 
of traffic. It is a railway axiom that as business 
increases in intensity the ratlo of fixed expenses 
to total expenses steadily falls.’ 

Inis so-called axiom, as all economists recog- 
mize, is applicable only when_a railway is not 
working to its full capacity, when the rate of 
interest which it has to pay to meet fixed charges 
does not increase, when the unit costs of labor 
and supplies do not merease, and when its rates 
do not decrease. 


Law Applies to Manufactories. 


On most of the railways in this country most 
of these conditions have not obtained during re- 
cent years, and on many of them none of these con- 
ditions has obtained. This law of increasing re- 
turns applies to manufactories as well as to raf}- 
ways, although not quite to the same degree. 

** Nevertheless. in March, 1910, according to the 
bureau of labor, wholesale prices in this country 
were 34 per cent higher than on the average for the 
ten years, 18900 to 1800, and 49 per cent higher than 
in 1887. How does this square with Mr. Noyes’ 
statement that manufacturers cannot meet the 
exigencies of their businesses by advancing prices 


to their customers. 
‘‘ As Mr. Noyes apparently bases hie whole case 
on these points, it seems to me any further analysis 


of his report is superfluous.’

Market codperation is a comparatively new 
phrase, but the object that it stands for is 
not new. 
cal side of it. 

If you want Chicago to be the greatest city 
in the United States and maybe the greatest 
city in the world, you will try to do all in 
your power to make it grow as quickly as 
possible, and if. you encourage your home 
industries by buying their products (which 
is really the only encouragement that counts) 
it will help to make the city grow more 
rapidly. 

It will benefit the /manufacturers, whose 
plants add just so much more to the city’s 
prosperity. It will help the worker, who 
will be kept busy all the time. It will in- 
crease the business of the merchants in every 
avenue of trade. They supply the needs of 
the worker. Everybody will profit by it. 

It is impoesibke to audit the advantages that 
would accrue to any community if the epirit 
of market cotperation between manufac- 
turer, dealer, and consumer were properly 
and conscientiously fostered and cultivated. 


City Would Reap Benefits, , 

The cementing of closer and more friendly 
relations. between the maker and the buyer 
would bring about most wonderful results 
in the upbuflding of any city—particularly 
one as great as our Own Chicago. 

Many large cities and even smaller towns 
in all parts of the country give a heavy 
bonus to a manufacturer for locating his 
plant in their midst so that it will help swell 
the general business interests ‘of the town, 
resulting in greater cirovlation of monen 
from the pay rolle that every manufacturer 
distributes to his help, which im turn ts paid 
out tc the local merchants. 

The spirit of fairness alone should induce 
the buyer to place bis orders whenever possi- 
ble with his home industries, in preference 
to buying in foreign markets. 

Strenuous efforts have been made to arouse 
a proper sentiment and the right codperative 
spirit among Chicago people, It is now in 
the experimental stage. 


Exposition Helped Some. 

The first exposition of Made ip Chicago” 
goods held during August in the State street 
windows has helped in showing the local buy- 
ers what a splendid proposition ie before 
them at home. But the true spirit of getting 
together through market codperation and 
reciprocity is still week and can de much im- 
proved. s 

There is an attitude of indifference toward 
local manufacturers, which does not help the 
growth of our industries. 

Many goods are made in Chicago, sold in 
the eastern markets, and resold to Chicago 
merchants as goods in the east. : 

Why-can't we get the various interests al- 
ned more closely and work together to get 
away from this condition, thus increasing 
the output of everything that can possibly 
be manufactured here? 

It is thoughtless discrimination to byy the 
bulk of your goods in other markets when 
you can have the same goods made at home 


and delivered on the spot. No manufactur- 


er can expect you to buy all the goods you 
need for your business in the home market 
entirely. 

The indifference of the Chicago merchant 
and his buyers toward the Chicago manu- 
facturers is not only keesening the Suture 
greatness of this market but is @verting

Ought to Aid Home Industry, 

Home development’ should be instilled in 
the minds and the hearts of all merchants. 
They ought to give more consideration tothe 
manufacturers and jobters of their home 
town. 

It also must be impressed upon every one 
of them, and they in turn should impress 
it on their buyers, that if the worker is con- 
stantly employed in the factories of Chicago 
he is earning Chicago money, and that money 
will be spent in Chicago and its surroundings. 
Every concern in this city’s comniercial life 
will get its fair proportion. ö 

Chicago is the logical market for that vast 
portion of the country situatéd in the Mis- 
sizeippi valley and the west. Chicago Mar- 
ket week proved this and aleo awakened the 
people of Chicago to the fact that they have 
a really good market. 

Goods and wares of all descriptions are 
being manufactured here, and the product 
of our home factories is as good as any.

In view of the abundant yleld this year of 


all kinds of crops that the soil of our coun- 
try produces, I regard the general physical 
condition of the west and the south as being 
satisfactory: : 

The inclination for too great an activity in 
real estate speculation and the expansion of 
credit in other directions has been much cur- 
tailed during the last few months, and the 
tendeney now with bankers and business men 
generally is toward a more conservative 
policy in thy direction. 

Public sentiment is one of the, most potent 
factors in all human endeavor; it exerts the 
same influence whether it is right or wrong: 
and since public sentiment is largely created 
through discussion of the various topics of 
the day, th @ conversational way, by those 
who occupy high places in business, I am 
a believer in the theory of conservatism in 
public utterance, as also I am « believer in 
conserVatism in business, 


. Anxiety Is Grave Peril. 

It is my belef that most df the things that 
occur Tin life which cause us worry and 
anxiety come as the result of anticipation 
@ thinge which really never come to pass, 
and it has been my observation that on many 
occasions business has been more of less 
handicapped through the creation of an im- 
proper or unfair public sentiment which has 
misguided the public into anticipating dire 
calamities which never have happened. 

F much fear that so much pessimistic talk 
being disseminated at this time may have 
a detrimental effect upon business if it is 
continued, notwi the generally 
sat'sfactory physical ition of the coun. 
try, so fap as the creation of new wealth or 
resofrces through the harvesting of large 
crops is concerned. 


Railroads as an Exception. 
In view of the large atea of our country 


and its varied resources, the opportunities 
a repr dice a nin Ors ters bs 
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CHICAGO LEADS ALL 
» AS CITY OF HEALTH. 


In spite of numerous slanders, Chicago re- 
mains the healthiest city in the United States. 

Of the fourteen large cities in the country 
having a population of 300,000 or over, Chi- 
cago has the lowest death rate. ‘This rate 
also is lower than that of any one of the five 
largest cities of Europe. 

Why should Chicagoans go away for their 
health? 
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has been taking place during the last few 
months has had a serious effect upon busi- 
ness that has been purely speculative in its 
character. 

The railroad business ig one conspicuous 
exception to the general rule. for I think bus 
ness men will all agree that matters affect- 
ing railroads and the investments in their 
securities are far from satiefactory, and the 
fact that the railroads seem to be unable 
at this time to finance themselves along lines 
which will cause them to feel justified tn ex- 
pending the money necessary for improve- 
ment of the service and betterment of their 
equipment is having a more or bese depress- 
ing effect upon business. 


Take Pessimistic View. 

Naturally, those who are engaged in this 
line of business are apt under existing con- 
ditions to see little which is encouraging in 
the situation, and it is but reasonable for 
them to take a viewpoint of the general situ- 
ation which is less optimistic than that taken 
by representatives of other lines of business. 

In view of the effect that prosperity or 
the lack of prosperity on the part of the 
railroade will have upon the genera) busi- 
ness of the country, I hope the people will 
give careful consideration to what we cal) 
our reilroad problem, in the hope that it 
may be solved along lines whi¢h will be just 
and fair to all concerned and mutuaily satis- 
factory to the rallroads and the public. 

I believe in constructive work in so far as 
it is possible to carry it on consistently, but 
I do not believe that anything which is con- 
structive in ite character and permanent in 
its nature can be accomplished through the 
application ot pessimism or the creation of 
a sentiment of fear when conditions do nct 
really warrant that sentiment. 


Agitation Hurts Business, 

There is no doubt in my mind but that the 
political agitation of the last two or three 
years which culminated in the recent elec- 
tion has had @ more or less retarding infilu- 
ence on business, but now that President 
Taft has made it clear in his message that 
it is his purpose to discontinue the advocacy 
of the further enactment of laws relating 
to the contro! of corporations, reflecting his 
belief that the present laws upon our statute 
books should be tested thoroughly, the effect 
on business will de good.

IN WATER SUPPLY 


Chicago Will Increase Capac- 
ity Thirty-five Per Cent 
in Seven Years. 


COST WILL BE $15,000,000. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
[Deputy Commissioner of Public Work.] 

The capacity of Chicago’s water plant 
should be increased 35 per cent within the 
nent seven years. On this all of the city’s ex- 
perts agree. At the same time, they also urge 
a reduction in the amount of waste. The esti- 
mated cost of the improvements is between 
$14,500,000 and $15,000,000. 

There is more promise that this will be car- 
ried into effect than any other of the munic- 
ipal programs. There is every indication that 
the money will be available, and the neces- 
sities of the water consuumers require the 
improvements to be made. In addition, the 
city engineer has worked out some of the 
plans in detail, and the remainder with more 
or less thoroughness. 

Estimates of population, forecasts of cen- 
ters of population, and the probable growth of 
Industries in certain districts have been taken 
into consideration. 

Prepare for 3,000,000 City, 

With these improvements completed, Chi- 
cago will have a water supply adequate for 
8,000,000 inhabitants, allowing a daily con- 
sumption of 200 gallons per capita. The im- 
provements mean that the nominal pumping 
capacity will be increased within the next 
seven years between 225,000,000 and 275,000,- 
000 gallons dally—depending upon whether 
two electric pumps are continued in opera- 
tion. 

In the last ten years the pumping capacity 
was increased from 500,000,000 to 640,000,0000 
gallons daily—a jump of 140,000,000. During 
that perio? no provision was made so that 
antiquated machinery could be permanently 
discarded. Some of these pumps are so old 
that they are technically dead according to 
the accepted rules of depreciation applied by 
expert appraisers. 

Engineers do not reckon the actual daily 
capacity of a pumping station in excess of 
70 per cent of the nominal capacity of the

5 Germany Seeks Betterment,

Nature has richly endowed us with possi 
bilities for making our city the best, health- 
jest and most beautiful of all cities, if we 
only get together and adopt a plan for the 
development of the existing natural condi- 
tions and possibilities surrounding us. Such 
a plan, however, should not enter into or at- 
tempt to arrange details of administration 
of our city, which details must be left sub- 
ject to such changes as the development that 
will take place from generation to genera- 
tion mag demand. 

A city without a plan is like a ship with- 
out a rudder, Bearing this in mind, it seemg 
entirely superfluous to tell the business meg 
and the citizens generally that we should have 
a plan. There is no doubt at all in my mind 
that with a better understanding of our pro- 
ject they will all realize the absolute neces- 
sity of planning for the future growth and 
expansion-of a city that has grown in sey- 
enty-five yeats from a village of a couple 


of thousand frontiersmen and traders to a 


metropolitan city of nearly twoanda quarter: 
million people. 
Should Have a Plan. 

Four years have been devoted to the prepare 
ration of the plan of Chicago. No money hag 
been stinted; the best expert talent obtain- 
able has been at work upon it; and behind 
this plan, giving liberally to it their time, 
thought, and money, stood and stil stand, not 
dreamers but our foremost and most success- 
ful business men. It is not presented toyou 
as a hard and fast unchangeable pian, but 
more as a suggestion of the possibilities of our 
situation to be used in the development of an 
official plan, as the best judgment of this 
community may determine. 

Do you consider the world’s Columbian 
exposition in 1893 merely an artist’s dream? 

No! Iam sure that you all realize that the 
world’s fair of 1893 was the greatest reality 
ever achieved by any American city, and that 
it was the best and most permanent invest- 
ment the city of Chicago ever has made, for it 
silenced doubt and ridicule and placed Chi- 
cago in the ranks of metropolitan cities. . 


Kind of “Picture” It Is. 

It is a picture plan,“ they say. Yes! It 
if a “picture plan. Just such a picture as 
the Blackstone hotel presents in comparison 
with the old Tremont house, which was goa 
and sufficient in its day. A picture, just as 


the new city and county buildings appear 


compared with former ones. 

A picture, such as the new Northwestern 
railroad station presents in comparison with 
the old one, such a picture is the plan of 
Chicago; a picture of progress, convenience, 
symmetry, and good order. 

We confess that we have had artists at 
work upon this plan because it was necessary 
to have their expert assistance, and we did 
secure the foremost men of Europe and 
America in that Hine, but the man behind 
the gun” and “the power behind the 
throne” in shaping this work were hard 
headed business men, whose interest and 
welfare are bound up with the industrial 
and commercial growth of this city.

[iticaso GREATEST SHOE MANUFACTURING CENTER] 


The largest and most important building 
"yet erected on the ca of the University 
of Chicago now is approaching letion. 

It is the memorial to the first president of 


cost, $700,000, has been raised for the most 
part by subscriptions of his former students 
and friends. 

It occupies the center of the south boundary 
of the campus, fronting on the Midway plais- 
ance, ahd is 248 feet long from east to west, 
and sixty feet deep. At either end will bea 
tower 60x50 feet, rising above the main roof 
of the building, the highest turrets 128 feet 
from the ground. 

As seen from the outside, the central por- 
tion of the building contains three stories. 
The towers rise to seven stories. The ground 
floor will be taken up with offices and clags- 
rooms and with a small memoria! hall, 60x35 
feet, to be known as the Harper assembly 
room. The second floor will contain the offices 
of the library, instructors’ rooms, order de- 
partment, and editorial offices, 

* oe 

On the third floor will be the reading room. 
This great hall—one of the largest of its 
| kind in America—will be 140 feet Jong, 53 feet 
ide, and about 50 feet high. The arched 
entrances of decorated stone, the high win- 
cows with elaborate tracery, the vaulted 
celbng with molded ribs, will relieve the 
plain stone finish of the room and give it 
dignity and beauty. Four hundred and fifty 
readers can be accommodated at once under 
this spacious ceiling, and it is worth noting 
tor purposes of comparison that the reading 
room of Columbia university, in New York 
City, holds 138 readers, that of Cornell, 220, 
and the famous room in the library of con- 
gress, 250. In the west tower will be a large 
room for the public catalog; in the east 
tower a manuscript room and a room for 
research students in history. 

The layman who visits a large library for 
the first time is apt to be surprised at the 
small space occupied by the books them- 
selves. In this case the major portion of the 
stacks will be below the main floor. In the 
main stack there will be room for 322,560 vol- 
umes; the tower stacks will hold 72,000 more. 
Including some smaller stacks in various 
parts of the building there will be room for 
half a million books, and eventually, when 
offices and classrooms are moved to other 
quarters, the building will accommodate 
more than a million volumes. Stone bridges 
will connect the bullding with those of law 
and divinity, and later it will be flanked by 
the modern language building on one hand 
and history on the other. 

> 

In anticipation of the completion of the 

building in about a year, a number of ap- 
pointments recently have been made to the 
library staff. Prof. Ernest D. Burton, head 
of the department of biblical and patristic 
Greek, has been made director of the un!- 
versity libraries. James C. M. Hanson, head 
of the catalogue division of the Mbrary of 
congress im Washington, has been elected 
associate director, a position which involves 
the interior management of the library sys- 
tem. About twenty-five persons also have 
been added to the cataloguing department, 
as the first task of the newly installed force 
will be the making of a new general cata- 
Jogue. Since the university has at present 
325,000 volumes bound and catalogued, be- 
sides nearly 200,000 pamphlets and about 
100,000 volumes awaiting cataloguing, this 
will consume several years. 


— 
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greatly benefiting not only the property own- 
ers and business men living along Twelfth 
street but a splendid boon to the entire city 
of Chicago, and particularly to the people 
who now live in congested districts and who 
are in so great need of pure air and sunshine. 
For years the people on the west side have 
complained bitterly and charged that all im- 
provemente contemplated and started were 
for the rich, living on the north and south 
sides. For years the west side, containing 
two-thirds of our population, has been neg- 
lected; which its present unkempt appear- 
ance clearly shows. 

Nevertheless, it is true that more oppor- 
tunities for practical improvements of bene- 
fit to the citizens of the west side are to be 
found in that division of the city than any- 
where else. We realized this, and in 1. Chi- 
cago plan the most important improvements 
are proposed for that part of the city. 

We have no axes to grind and no personal 
interest to serve, and feel juetified to cal! 
upon our citizens of the west side, as well as 
the citizens of the whole city, to fall in line 
and help us make the first great improve- 
ment in widening Twelfth street. 


Mistake, That London Made. 


As said before the abnormal growth of the 
cities, large and small, not only in this coun- 
try, but in Europe, requires measures which 
have heretofore not been thought of. It 
can be done now at a reasonable cost. 

Are the people of Chicago going to make 
the same mistake that the city of London 
made when it failed tg carry out the plans 
of Sir Christopher * B. adopted by the 
municipality, but never carried out? 

The men of 1666 in London were not big 
enough to see the advantages of a city plan 
and lost the golden opportunity then at 
hand. It now will cost the city of London 
millions, where it then would have cost 
them only hundreds, if the mistake then 
made can ever be rectified at any cet. 

Have we misgivings as to the future ot 
our city? In my judgment we need not 
have. All we need to do is to enlighten 
the people, show them that what we pro- 
pose to carry out is feasible, practical, and 
of commercial value, and that such improve- 
ments will create™better surroundings for 
the less fortunate and will make their lives 
happier, and bring into this community: con- 
tentment, where now discontent reigns. 

We must and we will take the people into 
our confidence, undertake to educate them, 
make them understand fully the plans, their 
far reaching and beneficial! effects, which, I 
dare say, will create a public opiniom so 
strong that the proper authorities cannot 
afford to pass them by unheeded. 


Public Spirit in Europe, 


I cannot refrain from comparing the splen- 
did public spirit exhTbited in the cities of 
Europe which I have mentioned as examples, 
and in many others, which I have not men- 
tiored by name, with the lack of understand- 
ing and the injudicious pa rsimony in matters 
of city building staring us in the face from 
sO many cities in the United States. 

Could anything illustrate it more clearly 
than the fact that one of our leading western 
papers, in its annual review on Jan. 1, 1910, 
commented editorially upon the “ splendid 
fact that 184 cities in the United States had 
‘spent in the year of 1900 for playgrounds and 
breathing spots in the crowded quarters, the 
total sum of $1,353,114; in other words, they 
were bragging of the truly remarkable fact 
that each one of these cities had spent on an 
average $7,354 for this most important civic 
work. 

Will you do better? Will you line up and 
assist us in removing this weak spot from our 
city lite? You can do it only by adopting such

history. Every month thus far has shown 
Sarge gains over 1900 in all of the large de- 
Postal receipts for the first 
eleven months, aggregating $17,164,989, are 


$412,525 in excess of the total for the full 


twelve months of 1900, with one of the large 
months still unreported. The amount of do- 
mestic money orders paid, the largest item of 
the money order department, is 17 per cent 
Larter than in the corresponding period of 
1908. The business of the registration de- 
partment shows a gain of slightly over 11 per 
ent over the record year of 1000. 

In addition to the record breaking totals, 
business of single days has broken most of 
the old records. The old record of posta! 
receipts was broken Sept. 6, when a new 
Nich record of $114,935.67 was established. 
Just a week later this was passed with a 
total of $116,549.76, the present record. 


0 Beats New York Record, 
In August receipts at the Chicago office 
were 51,666, 484. 15, exceeding receipts of the 
New York office by about $55,000, for the first 
Rime in the history of the service. In the 
month, Aug. 26, a high record for total 
tonnage handled was estublished, the figures 
of 438.5 tons comparing with the old record of 


257 tons. 


Nhe registry department established a high 
record Nov. 10 with a payment of 100,710 
— money orders, aggregating in value 

42,665.22, against the Feb. 24 record of 
92,268 orders, with total value of $548,242.56. 
Chicago’s money order business is by far 
the largest in the country, averaging about 
two and a half times that of the New York 


It now averages around $500,000 daily, yes- 

terday’s payment by the clearing house, 
through the Corn Exchange bank, being 
$490,676.51. About 95 per cent of the busi- 
mess is through the clearing house. 

One of the old records still stands. On the 
last day of 1909 there were 4,008,200 can- 
eellations, and this total has not been passed 
yet, although the daily average is far in 
excess of the 1900 daily average.

| EXPECTS A FAMINE IN LOTS. || | 


. "BY ROBERT C. GIVINS, 

[President of the Three Million Club.] 
It may seem preposteroug to the average 
citizen that such a thing as a famine in lots 
should ever occur, but the day will come 
when it will be almost impossible to bly city 
lots inside the city limits of Chicago. How 
far away that day is cannot be told, but it 
is coming and cannot be averted. 

Inside the limits of Chicago there are about 
176 square miles, or 176 sections of land, each 
section containing 640 acres or about 6,000 
lots of the usual city size, that is 25x125 feet, 
allowing for streets and alleys. This gives 
a grand total of 1,066,000 lots. 

The various branches of the Chicago river, 
the rights of way of the numerous railroads, 
the public parks and extra wide boulevards 
absorb nearly 30 per cent of the entire number 

of lots, leaving 739,200. 
About 400,000 of these lots have been built 
upon with residences, stores, or blocks of 
buildings, and are out of the market for- 
ever. Let us consider how fast the remaln- 
ing 339,200 are being taken up. 


Factories Use Many Lots. 
Every factory plant of any importance 
must necessarily have from ten to twenty | 
acres, or 80 to 160 lots. Many of the late large 
plants have purchased from 40 to 300 acres, 
or $20 to 2400 lots. These large tracts 
have been fenced in by the corporations and 

are considered part of their premises. 

The usual yearly demand for lots for builld- 
ing purposes cannot be estimated correctly 
without consulting the records, but from the 
large number of transfers of this class of 
property it is safe to say that twenty a week 
day or 6,000 ots a year are being purchased 
for building purposes, either now or at some 
future time. 

Several new small parks lately proposed 
will take from eighty to 150 lots each out of 
the market. The widening of Randolph street 
for market purposes also will absorb a large 
number of lots, as will the widening of 
Twelfth street from Ashland avenue through 
io Lake Michigan. Therefore, any one who 
will take the trouble to figure out the great 
number of lots actually withdrawn from the 
market annually must know that the inevit- 
able result within a few years will be an actu- 
al searcity or famine in this grade of prop- 
erty. 


Values Long Nearly Stationary. 

It is true and cannot be denied that in 
some séctions of Chicago vacant property 
has advanced only a little in value for several 
years. The reason can be attributed not to 
the burden of general taxes, for they are low 
in comparison with any other city in the 
United States. It is the manifestly unjust 
system of levying special assessments for 
street improvements adopted by Chicago that 
has struck terror in the hearts of holders of 
such property. 

The property of the individual charged the 
entire cost for all street improvements, a 
system that does not exist in any other city 
in the world, but even this unbearable hard- 
ship will soon be circumvented by the rapid 
advance in the actual value of the remaining 
property by reason ofitsscarcity. It will not 
be surprising, when the thoughtful citizen 
awakes to the fact that lots are really going 
out of the market at a rate never known be- 
fore in the history of the city, and that the 
demand for them must continue, owing tothe 
rapidly increasing population, if he decides 
that vacant lots are really worth twice to five 
times their present prices. 


London and Paris Prove Case. 

No doubt the argument against the lot 
famine is that we have thousands and thou- 
sands of acres outside the city limits avall- 
able for building purposes. True, but look 
at Paris, London, Berlin, and other great 
citles of Europe, built up inside their city 
limits. Vacant lots there are becoming so 
scarce that a transfer is a rare occurrence. 

Again, one might say that, if if takes sixty 
years to take up 400,000 lots, will it not take 
say thirty years before this scarcity comes 
about, and to occupy the other 339,200. 

One must remember in considering this 
phase of the situation that the demand now 
for lots inside the city limits of Chicago is 
ten to twenty times greater than in the 
earlier history of he city—I mean for actual 
occupancy.

EASY 10 


Every Clause in Contract Should 
Re Checked Over Before 
Signing It. 


The fire insurance committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men has issued a 
Warning to the merchants of the country 
to be more careful in placing their fire ineur- 
ance. It is pointed out thet much bad feel- 
ing. litigation, and loss to fire sufferers re- 
gults from the carelessness of agents and 
those they insure. The root of the trouble 
usually is that the policy contains some 
clause or provision which does not har- 
monize with the actual conditions, but which 
is overlooked at the time the policy is written. 

There is hardly a merchant who will pay 
for a $10 invoice of goods without checking 
every item, no matter how numerous they 
may be says the report. yet the merchant 
ig rarely to be found who will check the 
clauses of his own policy, which, if correctly 
drawn, may be worth, 500 times $10 to him 
some day.’ 

So get out your policy and follow along, 
observing first the printed matter. The 
frequency of the word “ voll” should draw 
our attention. 


Things That. Destroy Worth. 

For instance, we destroy the validity of the 
policy IF (without specific agreement to the 
cöntrary written in the policy)— 

(a) We had, when the policy was written or 
at any time during its life, procured any other 
contract of insurance on property covered by 


the policy. 
(b We knowingly increase by any means 


the chances of fire. 

(c) We employ mechanics in building or re- 
pairing the inaured premises for more than 
fifteen days at a time. 

d) Our interest as insured is other than 
unconditional and sole ownership (not the 
property but the person named in the policy 
is protected—that’s important to remember). 
er if the property insured be a building on 
ground not owned by the insured. 

(e) In the case of property other than Duild- 
ings if it becomes incumbered by a chattel 
mortgage. 

(f) If muminating gas be generated or if 

there be kept or used on the premises ben- 
sine. dynamite, ether, fireworks. gasoline, 
powder, naphtha, explosives, phosphorus, 
petroleum, or any of its products of greater 
inflammability than kerosene of] of United 
States standard, and then in un, 8 
tities. 
(g) Again, unless specifically mentioned, : 
the following property is not covered by the 
policy—signs, awnings, «tore and office flx- 
tures, tools, etc. ar 


Agent May insert Conditions. 

In this short space not all the printed con- 
ditions of the policy can be listed, but the 
important thing to bear in mind is that the 
policy is.a contract full of conditions made 
i Insurance company. Then there are 1 
the special provisions which the agent in- 
serts in the epace above the printed portion 
of the policy to be considered. They have 
two special purposes: 

(1) To make the policy fit the property and 
method of conducting busiress. 

(2) To make certain modifications of the 
policy in the company’s favor, for protecting 
the company against hazards-not contem- 
piatec.. Don't trust anybody’s mere say 
o regarding them. See for yourself that 
they fit the risk. 

If any of the printed conditions are not 


now. ox probably will not be. strictly lived up 


to in your business ineist that there: be 
written in this space the necessary permis- 
sions. Insist that they be written on the 
policy and do not take the friendly agent's 
O, that will be all right.“ 

Just a word as to standard policies. Legis- 
latures have made policies standard for the 
protection of the people. It ie a great pro- 
tection to know that the printed text in one 
policy is exactiy the same as in all the others. 
and that after understanding one you need 
only examine in each the written or at- 
tached portions which, by the way, should 
read word for word exactly alike in all po- 
cies applying to the same property. 


Insurer at a Disadvantage. 

While, generally speaking, it is true that 
clauses written into policies modify them to 
the advantage of the ineurance company, it 
ite only fair to remember that the company 
is at a natural disadvantage. It can't see 
the property insured all through the year: 
it cant know as much about it as you do, 
end fherefore it seeks by restrictive clauses 
to guard against risks not anticipated at 
the time of the application. 

‘Your duty is to know the contract and to 
know that you are Mving by its terms. It is 
not encugh that the agent who signs the 
policy reads it. For, remember, he is the 
company’s agent, and not yours.

Photo-Engraving Dates from 1873, 
Photo-engraving was first introduced in 
Chicago by A. Zeese of the firm of A. Zeese & 
Sons about 1873. Mr. Zeese, now deceased, 
was the pioneer electrotyper and engraver in 
Chicago. Photo-engraving in those days re- 
sembied present day methods only in theory 
and principle. The application has deen 
vastly improved. Our present methods of 
photo-engraving, resulting in what are com- 
monly termed line etchings” and halt 
tones,“ are too well understood to require 
detailed descriptions. 

The greatest impetus to the éngraving in- 
dustry has been the perfection of color plate 
making, principally what is termed three 
color process work. This ig based upon the 
theory that the three primary colors, yellow, 
red, and blue, will, in combination, produce 
every color and tone contained in the spec- 
trum.

The total number of books in the Chicago 
public library, according to the report of 
Nov. 1, 1010, was 420,827. 

The number of cards held at the same time 
was 120,447. 

There are now ninety-three delivery sta- 
tions and twenty-one branch reading rooms, 
the latest of which—Logan Square—was 
opened on Dec. 1. When the Hiram Kelley 
branch library is completed there will be 
two branch structures, the Blackstone in 
Hyde Park being the other one. 

The citizens of Chicago are learning rep- 
idly the advantages of the public library and 
are making demands constantly for in creased 
service in its various departments. 

The citizens today are demanding greater 
yesults from public institutions; they realize 
the necessity for perfect harmony in all pub 
Mc effort,‘ and the schgol and iMtrary hours 
are being extended to accord helpfulness to 
those who during the day are engaged 1: 
earning a livelihood. The “ neighborhood 
idea” prevails, and during the day and afte: 
luncheon people of the community now find 
their way to the public library branch read- 
ing room, located in a public school building. 

After many vears of apparently fruitiese 
effort, the library board and the schoo! board 
have found a channel through which mutua! 
effort can bring the library and schools into 
eom onship. In the near future two or 
— — schools will be equipped with u- 
braries; a librarian will be in attendance. 
The night library and the night school are 
3 of public need, and the joint schoo!

main below any city of our country. 

The city of Chicago hes long since out 
grown the idea of a central or single libra- 
ry.“ but it required an earnest and faithfui 
campaign to bring about the policy of the 
„ branch library system.“ 

The library primarily is an element in the 
educational system, though controlled by a 
separate board of directors, and in this spe- 
cial capacity has a more continuous caree: 
than the public schools, since its duration 
of usefulmess extends from early student 
Ute, and usually follows as an attribute ot 
education, to the end of old age. The library 
often takes the place of the school, is sup- 
plementary to the academy. college, and uni- 
versity, and may assume the augmentec 
post-graduate institution. Inasmuch as the 
library is intended to be both instructive 
and recreative, it must serve without dis- 
pleasure these dual factors in life.

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TO BREAK RECORD. 


Lake commerce promises to break all rec- 
orde this year in spite of-the fact that the 
shipments for October, just made public, 
show a decrease from the figures of October, 
1908. 

The report of the bureau of statistics of 
the department of commerce and labor for 
the first ten months of the year shows that 
78,844,640 short tons have been shipped in 
that period. This exceeds not only the fig- 
ures of 1000, 60,078,365 hort tons; but the 
figures for the first ten monthe of 1907, 
hitherto the record year in the history of 
lake commerce, 78,413,990 

If the shipments for the coming two 
months reach a total of only 8,000,000 tons 
as against 11,900,000 tons shipped during the 
corresponding period last year, the total ship- 
ments for the season will be in the neigh- 
bor hood of 87,000,000 tons, or about 8,500,000 
tons in excess of the 1007 record total. 

The decline in the monthly figures of lake 
shipments ie due largely to the smaller quan- 
tity of ore shipped during the month from 
the upper lake ports. This quantity was 
4,766,531 long tons, compared with 6,406,008 
long tons for October, 1900. 

The season receipts of iron ofe to the end 
of October are stated as 36,888,142 long tone, 
compared with 34,908,354 long tons received 
during the corresponding period in 1908. Of 
the total over 82 per cent was unloaded at 
Lake Brie ports and the rest at Lake Michi- 
gan ports. 

The Chicago @istrict including Gary and 
Indiana Harbor, recetved, for the ten months 
of the present season, a total of 6,400,443 long 
tons of fron ore, as against 5,000,4@ long 
tons in 1908.

In 1910 Chicago wholesale florists have 

maintained the city's standing as America’s 
greatest flower center. Chicago flowers go 
every day to Winnipeg, Texas, Pittsburg, 
Omaha, hundreds of other points within that 
radius, and frequently to places still farther 
afield. 
The dgvelopment of smaller flower centers 
at various points within the territory served 
from Chicago has not affected the Chicago 
market. The fact is the public appreciation 
and consumption of flowers has increased 
faster than the population, so that Chicago 
florists have had to keep steadily adding 
to their glass area to supply the need: Prob- 
ably three-quarters to four-fifths of the 
great quantity of flowers produced in Chica- 
go greenhouses are shipped to retail florists 
in other cities. 

Ten per cent increase over 1000 sales would 
be a conservative estimete for 1910. In this 
year of general complaint of high cost of 
living it ts. worth while noting that the values 
of flowers steadily are falling. Probably in 
a majority of cases the person who buys in 
the retail flower store pays the same old 
price, but gets much finer flowers. Such 
splendid roses and carnations, the two great 
staples of the trade, as Chicago now pro- 
duces in enormous quantity were unknown 
ten years ago. 

Chicago's large volume of 3 in the 
distribution of flowers has in part been due 
to the city’s superior transportation faciu- 
ties, but is mainly the result of the unrivaled 
quality of Chicago flowers; Chicago florists 
have led the march of progress in their trade 
and the superior excellence of their product 
is recognized wherever flowers are grown 
sold or admired. 


EXCAVATION DIRT REMOVED 
BY LOOP DISTRICT TUNNELS. 


Hundreds of Thousands of Tons Taken 
Away Without Being Carried to the 
Surface. 


One of the most remarkable features of the 
construction of buildings in downtown Chi- 
cago is that the material excavated is not 
hoisted out of the pit and dragged through 
the busy loop streets by wagons. It is thrown 
down a chute even if the foundations may 
have been sunk twenty o more feet. 

This apparent impossibility of getting rid 
of hundreds of thousands of tons of earth 
by throwing it further down into the hole 
from which it is dug is due to the existence 
of the network of freight tunnels sixty feet 
below all the streets in the loop district. 
When excavations are to be made for a new 
structure, or when rubbish is to be removed 
in the demolition of an old one a shaft is 
sunk from the curb ine down to the tunnel. 
The refuse is dumped into this and lands 
directly in open cars stationed under the 
chute. 

The cars, driven by electric motors, hurry 
the matertal to the dump. A large part of 
Grant park has been made from such débris, 
dropped beneath the city streets and hurried 
underground to where the tracks come to 
the surface at Polk street and Michigan 
avenue, then out to where the little cars are 
grasped by a big crane and dumped.
